Contemporary happenings have a way of changing 
appearance as they recede into the pages of history. It is 
interesting to conjecture how historians will record the 
economic status of the U. S. during the 1960’s. The head¬ 
lines will tell of strife and poverty. Production indices, on 
the other hand, will Indicate an abundance such as no 
nation had ever known. For the sake of the record, it 
should be reported that although large numbers of people 
are classified as poor by government definition, very few 
Americans are actually denied the minimum acceptable 
level of health, housing, food and education. 

In 1960, according to Mr. M. A. Wright, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, only about 
7 per cent of American dwelling units were dilapidated. 

By 1964, more than 90 per cent of American households 
had television. Four out of five households had telephones 
and at least one automobile. Among families, officially 
classed as “poor,” earning $3,000 or less, there is more 
material well-being than might be thought. For example, 
over 75 per cent own a television set, about half own both 
a television set and a telephone, three fourths own a 
washing machine, 20 per cent own a home freezer, 65 
per cent have a dwelling unit that is not dilapidated, witli 
running water and bathroom facilities for their own use, 
and approximately one in seven bought a car last year. 

Admittedly, statistics are unreliable guides in measur¬ 
ing poverty. However, the foregoing should be of 
than passing interest to historians. 

Laws Versus Reality 

Another example of the futility of seeking to alter 
our environment overnight by the simple process of writing 
a law may be seen in the state of New Hampshire, where 
the legislature is considering a bill requiring all future 
power lines to be installed underground and all present 
lines to be so Installed within 20 years.
